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A JEALOUS WOMAN'S WORK. 


The Shooting of George Hamilton by 
Hl Wife. in Sacramento. 


The Bee gives the ‘the tollowin 
of the man who was shot by his wife 
in Sacramento last Friday:“ George 
Hamilton, the. leceased. was an engi- 
neer ia the employ of the, Central Pa- 
eine Railroad Company, and ran the 
express trains between Sacramento 
and Truckee. He was a sober, indus- 
trious mao, thoroughly competent, 
had the confidence of his empleyers 
and enjoyed the esteem of. a larye cir- 
cle of acquaintances in Sacramcuto 
— 5 at places on the line of the rail - 

e Was a man about 35 years 
of hk age, a — of Massachusetts, of 
medium light complexion, 
and — in nis manner. 

Mrs. Nancy A. Hamilton, who did 
the shooting, is a woman of about the 
ordinary hight, about 27 years of age, 
light complexion, with blue-gray_eyes, 
of full figure and a nervous, animated, 
excitable manner. The couple were 
married in the east about fifteen years 
ago, and after living together a num- 
ber of years they separated, on account 
of inharmony in their martial rela- 
tions. He came to California about 
nine ago and left her in the east, 
and for a long time held no communi- 
cation with ber. During the time 
they were separated she procured a 
divorce from him, he making no ob- 
jections to her so doing. Subsequent- 
ly, however, the correspondence be- 
tween them was renewed, Hamilton 
again courting her (by letter), sent fur 
her to come to California, and on her 
arrival in Sacramento they were again 
married. 

For a time their second married life 
was happy, buat the woman’s jealous 
disposition soon cropped out, and by 
her actions she made his life exceed- 
ingly uohappy, accusing him of pre- 
ferring the society of other women to 
that of her, and follow i ing him about 
from place to place in search of proof 
of her surmisés. Things continued to 
go on in this way until about a ytar 
ago, when a young girl named Nettie 
Winklepleck went to live with Mr. 
and Mrs. Hamilton. George was very 
kind to her, and although she was em- 
ployed to help Mrs. Hamilton do her 
work, she was treated as one of the 
family. 2 

It appears from the remainder of 
the Bees long account of the affair, 
that Mrs. Hamilton became so os 
of the girl that she discharged her,and 

aubsequéntly went to the house where 
— lived and shot her twice, inflicting 
dangerous wounds, from which the 
girl afterwards recovered. Mrs. Ham- 
iiton was acquitted, on her trial, the 
plea being “emotional insanity,” re- 
sulting from natural causes peculiar 
to females. . E er since her acquittal, 
she had. made it hot for her husband, 
following him about at night, and at 
times drawing a revolyer on him to 
compel him to go home with her. A 
month ago she snapped a pistol in his 
face, but failed to discbarge it. Ham- 
ilton some weeks ago concluded that 
his wife was too demonstrative in her 
manifestations of affection, and accor- 
dingly refused to live with her any 
longer, continuing, however, to pay 
her bills, and treating her kiadly when 
they met.
